DELEGATION OF POWERS 

In exercise of the powers conferred muLr section 22 
of the Wakf Act, 1954, the Punjab Wakf Board has 
passed the following Resolution, in its meeting held on 
3/7/1972. 

Resolution No. 28. 

1. The Punjab Wakf Board delegates its powers to 
all Property Officers and Field Inspectors to 
institute suits and defend other Cases in civil and 
revenue courts and other offices. 

2. To engage counsel, give instructions and to 
pursue the cases detailed above. 

3. That before filing any suit or application in any 
court or office, such officers shall take permission 
of the Chairman or the Secretary in writing and 
will not withdraw or compromise any such case 
without the written permission as aforesaid. 

4. That the Rent Collectors arc authorised to insti- 
tute applications and suits before any Gram 
Panchayat, relating to revenue cases and to en- 
gage counsel if necessary and so permitted by 
the Panchayat. 

5. That in case a particular official who has insti- 
tuted a case, is transferred to some other place, 
then his successor in office shall have the same 
powers over the case. 

6. The Rent Collectors will be authorised to make 
statements and pursue the cases on behalf of the 
Board but they will not be allowed to withdraw 
or compromise any case without the prior per- 
mission of the Chairman or the Secretary in 
writing. 

7. Any other officials will also be authorised to 
appear and make statements in courts provided 
they are so authorised in writing either by the 
Chairman or the Secretary or Property Officer 
or Field Inspector, 

8. The Property Officer, Field Inspector and Rent 
Collector are authorised to obtain possession in 
execution proceedings. 

9. That all the Property Officers and Field Inspec- 
tors are authorised to institute criminal com- 
plaints in criminal courts relating to offences 
under tho Indian Penal Code committed against 
the Board or in respect of properties or its offices 
or others Interests of the Board. They will be 
authorised to engage counsel, but will not be 
allowed to withdraw any such case without the 
prior permission of the Chairman or the Secretary 
in writing, 

10. The property Officers and Field Inspectors are 
authorised to lodge F.T.R. with, the Police in case 
of theft or damage of Wakf property or trespass 
on Wakf property or defiling of religious or 
worship places, 

1 1 . The Board authorises the Assistant vSecrctary, 
Office Superintendent, Assistant Sunerintendent, 
Chief Property Officer, Property Officers, Field 
Inspectors and the Wakf Counsel of the Punjab 
Wakf Board to attest and certify copies of the 
records which are essential to be filed on behalf 
of the Wakf Board in all the suits, appeals and 
other applications either instituted by the Board 
or against the Boatd.

PANJAB UNIVERSITY (CHANDIGARH) 

The Central Government (Ministry of Education and 
Social Welfare have accorded approval vide their letter 
No, F.3-2/72-U.L, dated 22-7-1972, to the following 
regulations for Correspondence Courses : — 

1.1. There shall be a Panjab Uniersity Directorate of 
Correspondence Courses at Chandigarh. Istruction for 
these courses shall be provided by post for such examina- 
tions and in such subjects as the Syndicate may, from 
time to time, decide. 

1.2. Admission to the Correspondence Courses shall 
be open to any person who resides in any part of India 
and who satisfies the admission requirements. The Syn- 
dicate may also permit a person residing in another 
country taking into account the cooperative guidelines of 
the University Grants Commission. 

1.3. A person desirous of receiving instruction through 
these courses shall get himself enrolled with the Direc- 
torate of Correspondence Courses, and shall pay the 
following fees : — 

fa) Enrolment fee— Rs. 5. 

(b) Admission fee— Rs. 5. 

fc) Tuition fee : 

Pre-University — -Rs. 200 (payable in three 
instalments, viz., Rs. 100 along with enrol- 
ment form, Rs. 50 in October and Rs. 50 
in January). 

B.A. Part I— Rs. 300 (payable in three instal- 
ments viz., Rs. 150 along with enrolment 
form, Rs. 75 in October and Rs. 75 in 
January) . 

B.A. Part II — Rs. 250 (payable in three instal- 
ments, viz., Rs. 100 along with enrolment 
form, Rs. 75 in October and Rs, 75 in 
Januaty).

3. All the regulations and syllabi and courses of 
reading prescribed for the examination of regular students 
of affiliated colleges shall be applicable to students of the 
Correspondence Courses with the exception of— 

(a) attendance requirement; 
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(b) requirement of qualifying the college house 
examination. 

4. A student registered for the Correspondence Courses 
who is certified by the Director to have completed the 
requirements prescribed for such course may be allowed 
to appear in the examination as a student of the Univer- 
sity Correspondence Courses. Every student will appear 
for the examination at the centre fixed by the Univer- 
sity. 

5. A student of the Correspondence Courses who fails 
to appear or having appeared fails in the University 
examination may be allowed to continue his enrolment 
fot a period of three years immediately succeeding the 
year in which he completed the requirements of Regula- 
tion 4, on payment of a fee of Rs. 20 every year and to 
appear in the University examination as an ex-student 
of the Correspondence Courses.

The members of the Standing Committee, other 
than Ex-officio members, shall hold office for a 
term of two years.

6.2, Subject to the general control of the Syndicate, 
the Standing Committee shall have and exercise the 
following powers and functions : 

(i) To consider academic programmes proposed by 
the Director, for each session of the Corres- 
pondence Courses, and accord final approval, 

(ii) To make recommendations regarding creation 
of posts required for the Directorate.

AMENDMENT OF RULES 
Mew Delhi, the 7th September 1972 

At its meeting dated 16th July, 1972, the rules of 
of the Bar Council of India have been amended as set 
out in the following resolutions : — 

1. RESOLUTION NO. 89/1972 

RESOLVED that the Rules of the Bar Council of 
India be and are hereby amended as follows : 

(1) In Part II, Chapter I, after Rule 2, add the 
following as Rule 2A : 

“2A. Where the vacancy arises by reason of 
the acceptance by the Council of a 
resignation of a Member, the intimation 
of vacancy shall be given by the Secre- 
tary of the Council to the State Bar 
Council concerned, and election to fill 
the vacancy shall be held in accordance 
with the Rules in this Chapter as may 
be applicable." 

(2) In Part IE Chapter I, after Rule 10, add the 
following ; — 

“C. RESIGNATION BY CHAIRMAN, VICE- 
CHARM AN OR MEMBER OF COUN- 
CIL OR COMMITTEE. 

11. The Chairman, Vice-Chairman or elected 
member of the Council or of any Com- 
mittee thereof, may resign his office by a 
letter addressed to the Secretary of the 
Council. Such resignation shall take ef- 
fect from the date of the acceptance 
thereof by the Council, or such other date 
as the Council may fix." 

(3) In Part II after Chapter VII add the follow- 
ing as Chapter VII-A : — 

“PROCEEDINGS FOR REMOVAL OF 
NAMES FROM ROLL UNDER PROVISO 
TO SECTION 26(1) OF THE ACT. : 

(1) Whenever a State Bar Council, or any 
Committee duly authorised by the State 
Bar Council has credible information from 
any source whatever that an advocate on 
the roll of the State Bar Council has ob- 
tained his enrolment under circumstances 
which, if established, will render his 
name liable to be removed by the Bar 
Council of India under the proviso to 
Section 26(1) of the Act, It shall be the 
duty of the State Bar Council or the said 
Committee to enquire Into the matter and 
report Its findings to the Bar Council of 
India, 

In holding such enquiry the Coun- 
cil or the Committee shall hear the Advo- 
cate concerned and otherwise follow the 
principles of natural justice. 

(2) In disposing of any proceedings under the 
said proviso, whether instituted on a 
report under Rule 1 or otherwise, the Bar 
Council of India may, if it considers ft 
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j L in l and expedient, cause an enquiry into 
disputed questions of fact to be made by 
any State Bar Council or Committee 
thereof or any other Committee consist- 
ing of one dr more persons as it 
may deem tit. The State Bar Council or 
ir.; Committee, as the case may be, shall 
follow the procedure mentioned in Rule 
I.” 

(4) in Part VI, Chapter II add the following after 
Section 1V-A : 

" SECTION IV-B 

DUTY TO RENDER LEGA 1 . AID 

39B. Every advocate shall in the practice of the pro- 
fession of law hear in mind that any one genuinely in 
need of a lawyer is entitled to legal assistance even 
though he cannot pay for it fully or adequately and that 
within the limits of an advocate's economic condition, 
free legal assistance to the indigent and oppressed is 
one of the highest obligations an Advocate owes to 
society."
